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Continuation of 3c. In the response to the applicant remark dated 4/1/2005, the applicant argues that Mcintosh reference fails to disclose 
a stent positioned coaxially on the wire. The examiner, respectfully, disagrees. It is noted that fig. 4 having an expandable stent (60) 
positioned coaxially on the wire (element 52 is considered a wire). The examiner considers "a stent positioned coaxially on the wire" is a 
broader term. In fact, the device of Mcintosh in figure. 4 when the expanding stent 60 is in compressed state, then'the stent would be 
capable of positioning on or about the wire (see col. 5, lines 7-8). Therefore, claim 1 of the invention is not defined over the Mcintosh 
reference. 
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
